Two questions are at the present moment
presented to the vorers of the Fifth Massachu-
petts district for degision, Toe first is whether
they approve of the Chicigo platform, which

romises the faithiial payment of the national

ebl, and denontices all forma of repudiation
ae national orimes, snd the Massachusetts
piatiorm, whiok still more explicitly oalls for
peyment of that debt in gold or silver; or
whether they approve the policy which was
announced by Pendleton, and canght np and
rfected by Butler. The second is whether, on
the whole, they think Butlsr or Dana the fitter
man to represent them during the next two
years in Congress; for they amre to decide
which of the two men, jndging from their past
history and present reputations, ia the proper
representative of the honest patriotism of the
Rssex distriot.

The history of General Batler, so far as it
concerns Republicans, began with his aban-
donment of the Democratic party in 1861,
avd hi¢ bold march through HBaltimore, after
the April massacre, to the defense of Wash-
ington. For leaving the Demoorats he de-
gerves oredit as & sagacions man; for his
march, as & braye one.  His subseguent ad-
ministration at New Orleane was enargstio
and productive of good public results,
though it may fairly be qnestionsd whether
the odium he incurred though the charges of
peculation against his brother, charges
which have mnever been refuted-—agaiost
& man whoge roperty General Batler
hLas inherihsd—-dlr}] vot offset any advantage
to the United BStates gained by a reign of
order in i rebellious city. At any rale here
his guccess ended; hLis whole later
career has been one of failnre. His flasco
at Fort Fisher rendered bhim the laughing-
gtock of all military men, and hia
gurprige and rout before the gates of Rioh-
mond drew dewn upon him the calm but
stinging blame of his commanding general.

The termination of the war found him one
of many politieal generals who had proved to
the country by their total want of snccess the
abeolute necessity of knowing somsething
about war before waging it. Since the war,
he has attempted three important things: to
remove the President by lmpeschment; to have
the debt repudiated; apd to havé the bonds
taxed. Oftue lirst we will now say ounly this,
that impeschment failed, and with impeach-
ment failed General Batler. In the second he
had the audsaoity to adopt the nefarions schema
of a Democratic politician; to adopt it in the
teeth of the prowises of an adwministration of
which he had been a supporter; and, further,
he had the mistortune to have his plan de-
nounced by his own party as a orime. His
latest, and we hope his final, public political
act was to endeavor to persuade Congress to
deprive the bondholders of part of the lawfal
pledged interest of their gecurities; and in
this, too, he failed. On the strength of these
fallures he now reqnests the electors of Eisex
to gend him back to Congress,

Mr. Dapa is a gentleman of the highaat
standing in his State, of great influence 1 the
Repulican party. More than this, he was a
Free-Soller in the deys when to be a Free-
Soiler was to run danger of personal violence
from pro-slavery mobs, He has twice served
in the Massachusetts House with great distine-
tion, and recently at Worcester has dons the
Republican party a greater gervice than often
falls to the lot of one man to acoomplish. To
the Worcester Convention two prominent men
were gent—as it turned ount to do the same
work they are goon to repeat in the I'ifth Dis-
triot—to gtruggle for the leadership of the Re-
publican party, to struggle for the possession
of ita conecience; on the one side in the inte-
rest of dishonesty, on the other of good
faith.

General Batler went to Worcester to obiain
for his friend, Dr. Loring, & recently-converied
Dewocrat, the Governorship of Massachusetts,
and to procure silence on all guestions con-
nected with the debt. Mr. Dana went there to
oppose him, The result was two new failures
on the part of General Butler: he was obligad
with his own voice to withdraw Dr. Loring,
and to bear the disappointment of hearing
William Claflin nominated in his stead by ac-
clamation. He was obliged to listen to the
reading aund to avguiesce in the passage of a
resolution introduced by Mr. Dana, as chair-
man of the committes, promising the payment
of the five-twenties in *‘gold and silver.”” He
left Worcester a Leaten man. He has ocon-

ied his time gince that in attempting to de-

e men of established repntation, and in
manufacturing an extract from the Chicago
latform, which he had the recklessness to
ntroduce into & written spesch delivared ba-
fore the Issex Nominating Convention, and
which was skown to be of his own composition
by tke papers of the next day,

But, personal coneiderations of past success
and probable foture service apart, there re-
maing the general qunestion of the national
credit. We conceive that Mr, Dana, in accapt-
ing the nowination offered him by some of the
best wen in the Fifth distriot, will perform an
act whioh will please all hodest Repablicans
throughout the country; for though Mr. But-
ler has repeatedly failed, his attacks damage
the canse almost as muoh as victories. This
is vo narrow gnestion of distriot politics; the
interests involved are mot copfiped within
the bounds even of a State. It {3 & matter of
national imwportance that General Butler should
again be deleated, as he wasa at Worcester, by
the honpest ability of Mr. Dana.

Yet another suggestion assooiates the elac-
tion of Beymonr with some mysterions asser-
tion of power by the Suprems Coart. With
Seymonr a8 President, the Albany Argus con-
tends, Chief Justios Chase will ‘‘at one breath
clear away the oloud that has rested over the
KExeoutive, the Congress, and the Hiates.”
How the miraclé 18 to be wrought, the Argus
does not explsin. The opinion of the Bupreme
Court as to the constitutionality of the Kecon-
struotion aota {8 matter only of vonjecture.
This, however, s known: That in the judgmant
of the Chief Justice the Fourtesnth amend
ment is & part of the Constitution, and there-
fore binding upon the Btates, whatever fate
befall the Recoustruction mcts. Besides, the
new Governments, being recognized by Con-
gress, will not be touched by the Bupreme
Court in any event, nor will any opinion in
regard to the constitutionalty of any particn-
lar link in the chain of reconstruotion induooce
a surrender by the enfrauchised freedmen
of the power they now wield.

Evidently, then, these more moderate ex-
planations of the Demoocratic polioy are defeo-
tive prwiae!g where they are required to be
strongest. They do not tonoch the governing
faots of the oase. They leave the realities of
reconatruction solid as ever—ithe executives,
the legiglatnres, the voting body all as they
are now. If, a5 the World assérts, reconstruc-
tion may be undome by and through these
instrumentalities, the regult promized by the
Democrate becomes remote indeed, for this
theory presupposes the readinesa of the
colored people to disfranchise themselvas,
and to invest with absolate power the men
who declare them permanently inferior and
subordinate.

Hence the favor with which General Blair's
propoaition is regarded by the great body of
the Democrats. They have mno patience for
the sophisms and nice distinotions with which
the doctrinaires of the party encnmber the
reconstruction controversy. 'l"'hey have made
up their minds to destroy the work of Con.
gress, and tolerate only those means of ae-
complishing it which commend themsslves as
direct and certain. The Blair programme is
the one that satisfies this requirement. The
intervention of the Supreme Court, aud the
glow process of change by methods preseribed
by the mew Constitutions, fall short of the
standard. Blair hit it with his letter. Dis-
carding olrcumiocution, despizsing false pre-
tenges, he proposes gimple revolation, Sey-
mour 18 to play the unsurper, aud by sheer
force clear away the results of reconstruotion.
The Governments, thoe officialys, the colored
voters, areall to be swept aside. The mere
will of the Demooratio party is to determine
the meaning of the Constitution, the rights of
the Btates, and the abgolute anthority of
whites over blacks. This programme wun-
questionably involves violeuoce, distnrbance,
and insurrection, It i3, however, the ouly
programme which fonod favor in the eyes of
the New York Convention, for though revola-
tionary, it is logical, conzistent, and eifective

Now let us outrage probability by sup-

.ot us assume the election of Beymonr, and
the ability.of the Democratic party to grapple
with the issue raised by their platform. The
assumption is extravagant, and, in fact, pos-
sible only by the Blair method, Thers is no
posgibility of controlling the next Congress, or
the Senate for years lo come, and therefore
none of adopting the constitutional plan pro-
pounded by Mr. Staubery. There must be
usurpation on the part of the President, and
revolution, or the war upon reconstruction will
end. To understand fuily the dilemma of the
Demoerats, howesvar, It i3 necessary to look
beyond these obstacles, to throw aside all
probabilities, and to bring the party face to
face with the responsibilities attendant upon
BncceRs.

What would then oceur?! Reconstrnction
is to be overthrown because unconstitutional,
and therefore, in Democratic parlance, null
and void. What do they propose as its snb-
stitnte! These new governments are to be
get aside to make room for the goverbments
which preceded them. The present oflicials
are to be dismissed, and those whom Congress
legislated out of office reinstalled. The exist-
ing sufirage-basis is to give way to the basis
which Congress demolished. Dot the govern-
ments which are to be thus re-established—
the sygtem which isto be thus revived —were
notorionsly without a shadow of constitutional
authority, They were the products of Mr,
Andrew Johnson's exercise of anthority. By
a mere executive order, withont a
shadow of legal ganctiom, he destroyed
the then existing Rebel governments, pre-
soribed the terms and manner of their reor-
gavization, dictated the qualifications of
electors and offivials, and the amendments to
the Hiate Constitutions, and, in fact, did all,
without warrant of law, which Comgress has
ever proposed to do throngh the law. When,
therefore, the Demoorats propose to destroy
the existipg State organizations of Mr, John-
80n, they propose to do away with the reanlts
of law and to revive the results of Executive
ugnrpation. The organizations they favor
never had a pretense of constitutionality. Bat
they were in the interest of the Rebels, and
that alone explaing the preference. The out-
cry shont copstitutionality is a sham. They
are anxious only to restors Rebel lnflasnoces to
power. Provided this be dooe, they are as
indifferent to the Constilution as to the rights
of the willions over whom Mr. Johnson's
governments tyrannized.

His
propogal was accepted, and on a certain signal
the whole party rose. The Prince's
words were verified; the effect on the
mysterious Usleners was very much that of a
plate of honey on & swarm of bees. The
Count of Paria immediately went to the door,
and said, “Gentlemen, if you wish to hear
what we are saying, pray come in,”” which
invitation, naturally, was not accepted. The
listemers, however, did not move, little gness-
ing the trap into which they had fallen, A
photographic apparatus having been previ-
ously set up in the corner of the dining-room,
was directed on the entrance door, and while
the connt was imviting those nearest to enter,
the ohjectivelwas uncoverad and theirportraits
instantaneonely taken. Several proofs have
